The second ship, which arrived 
shortly after 8 a.m., had its aldes 
cut awdy and triple tier bunks 
showing. Although this group were 
better dressed and better behaved 
than the other, some of tho more 
emaciated types peering out from 
the bunks reminded one of a slmi- 
lar scene not so long ago in Ger- 
many.
